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1984 ‘Match 
of the Day 
in a muddle 


The regionalised format of the 1984 
NSL presents problems for television. 

Channel 0/28 runs two half-hour soccer pro- 
grammes and a one-hour ‘‘Match of the Day” 
show ‘every week, but was not taken into the 
NSL’s confidence during planning of the re- 
gionalised competition. 

There would. be 12 games a week in a 24- 
team league, whereas there are only eight 
games a week at the moment Channel 0/28 
covers all eight, and its outlay would jump by 
50 per cent if it covered 12 games. 

As for the ‘'Match of the Day” programme, 
Channel ? has tried as often as possible to 
show games between a Melbourne and a 
Sydney club in order to appeal to viewers in 
both States. 

Under the 24-team set-up however, Mel- 
bourne and Sydney clubs play against each 
other only three times a year 

“Match of the Day’ could be made up of 
fwo matches — half an hour of each — but that 
of course. would be twice as expensive. 

Another consideration is that Channel 0 
starts transmitting to Canberra and surroun- 
ding districts from October 14, meaning that it 
also wants to feature Canberra Arrows on the 
“Match of the Day” 

Canberra’s first appearance on the show is 
on October 23, when it meets Sydney City 
Hakoah at Bruce Stadium.

Burke is a former president 
cf West Australian club Balga. 
His son, Thomas, captained 
Western Australia at the last 
national youth championships 

Future Marketing’s feasibi- 
lity study budgeted for a 
staggering $175,000 travel 
outlay in the NSL — a far cry 
from the $30,009 travel impost 
on each club in this year’s 16- 
team NSL. 

That’s because this travel 


} component took into account 
» the need to pay return fares 
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David Kamasz, for- 
merly of Newcastle, 
now with Dalmatinac 


from Adelaide to Perth for 
every one of Dalmatinac’s op- 
posing clubs 

Azzurri’s applitation is tem- 
pered with a note of caution. 
The Italian-sponsored club 
wants concrete information on 
the new NSL format in order 
to be clear about the cost 
structure of such a venture. 

Future Marketing undertook 
Dalmatinac’s feasibility 
study, which concluded that 
the club would need a stagge- 
ring $600,000 in its first NSL 
year. The study, though, pre- 
dicts that the target certainly 
would be reached! Peter M 
Kay of Future Marketing 
takes up the story: 

“First of all, we reached the 
conclusion that soccer in the 
west must have NSL represen- 
tation. We've gone directly to 
the Premier rather than rely 


Dalmatinac was fed to be- 
lieve by the NSL that the 
league would cover all travel 
costs of opposing sides to and 
from Adelaide, en route to the 
west 

From thet point on, Dal- 
matinac would have to cover 
travel costs. That explains the 
huge travel component in the 
feasibility study 

Remember however Dal- 
matinac claims it has 600,000 
good reasons to believe that it 
can make a go of competing in 
the NSL. 

Let’s look at the club’s exist- 
ing and potential sources of in- 
come. 

Daimatinac reckons that it 
conservatively would draw 5,- 
000 spectators at home games. 

That figure isn’t pie-in-the- 
sky because a hefty slice of the 
club’s projected $600,000 
budget would go to pay guest 
players at home games. Dal- 
matinac has been in touch with 
English and European player 
agents and would be able to 
have a different top-class 
guest player at each of its 
home games — certainly a 
first in Australian soccer. 

The feasibility study includ- 
ed room in its financial report 
for 17 such guest players, 
thinking that the NSL might 
continue its present one-league

But was George Best the 
right type of ‘‘super star™’ to 
bring over for a guest stint? 
Let's face it, his football days 
were over, and with Brisbane 
Lions he turned out to be noth- 
ing more than Mr Ordinary. 


But the reason | write about 
the big-name brigade is be- 
cause of an injustice that was 
done to the greatest of them 
all, Roberto Vieri-. 


I was coach of Marconi 
when we brought Vieri here as 
a guest player from Italy 

He later went back home but 
returned and played several 
seasons with Marconi, Now he 
is player-coach of Canberra 
club Inter-Monaro which is 
making a bold bid for the NSW 
State League top four. 


He was as big as any of 
them, for he had played top- 
level soccer for Juventus and 
for Roma under the great He- 
lenio Herrera. Yet Vieri re- 
ceived less adulation from the 
national media than the Brit- 
ish players who came here. 


This despite the fact that no 
player in the past seven years 
has added more excitement or 
flair to a club than Vieri did at 
Marconi. ; 

In my opinion, he is by far 
the most successful player to 
come to this country since the 
NSL started in 1977. 


Vieri operated in the prov- 
ince of skill and enter- 
tainment. His team mates of 
the time, Peter Sharne, Mark 
Jankovics, Bertie Mariani, 
Paul Degney, Jimmy Rooney, 
still speak about him in super- 
latives. 


But I feel sorry that such a 
great personality was not 
really used in the way some 
guest stars were used to help 
boost soccer’s standing. 


It was evident during the 
World Youth Championships in 
Mexico that our young players 
are still deficient in skill. If 
any top club finally gets 
around to employing a skills 
coach, Roberto Vieri is the 
man they should look to first. 


Odzakoy part of 
winning axis 
Anyone wondering about 
the secret of Makedonia’s 


success need look no fur- 
ther than Zarko Odzakov. 


In a recent poll conducted by 
“Soccer Action’’ writers, to 
find the most exciting player 
in Australia, Odzakov was 
ranked ninth 


However, such is the impact 
Odzakov is making week by 
week, that if the poll were held 
at the end of August, I'm sure 
he would be voted No. 1. 


The former Vardar Skopje 
midfielder is physically pow- 


Odzakov the 
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erful, he’s a deadly finisher, 
he's the master of soccer tech- 
nique and he’s a very tough 
customer when a tackle is re- 
quired 


In my book, he’s the most 
complete footballer in the 
country. 


In saying that, I mean no 
disrespect for Wollongong’s 
Phil O'Connor, who topped the 
“Soccer Action” poll, but even 
O°Connor would, Iam sure, ap- 
plaud Odzakov's ability 


While Odzakov plays a lead- 
ing role in Makedonia’s suc- 
cess, he is only one point of a 
three-man axis around which 
the club revolves at the mo- 
ment 


The other two are coach 
Peter Ollerton and president 
John Branov 


Ollerton’s achievements as 
a coach no longer can be re- 
garded as an *‘accident’’. He’s 
proving week after week that 
he knows exactly what coach- 





ing is al] about, and in his quiet 
and modest way, he is per- 
torming miracles. I’m not 
quite sure of the figures, but 1 
think that under Oljerton, the 
team has tost only two of it’s 
last 34 matches. 


John Branov épitomises 
Makedonia’s administrative 
stability. and Odzakov leads a 
highly talented group of play- 
ers, including Opasinis who Is 
advancing in leaps and 
bounds; Lucchesi that skilful 
striker; Jones, Flavell and 
McMillan the tough men, and 
tricky Campbell on the wing 


The administrative stability 
so typical of Makedonia in 
recent years is evident also at 
another of Victoria’s leading 
clubs, Green Gully Ajax, 
where president Guy Spiteri 
and treasurer Arnold Langer 


- are the leaders, and where the 


coach is allowed to do his job 
with encouragement rather 
than with criticism. 
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‘Winker’ Watson and the 
Wombles of Waratah 


The Wombles have migrated to Waratah 
Common. There’s Winker, Badger, The 
Mossblown Marvel, Corky and wee Hammy 
and the tale of their Sunday sorties should 
produce many happy endings for the remain- 


der of this season. 


Doveton soccer club is a 
paradise for nicknames. [t 
also is a haven for good play- 
ers. some who enjoy media at- 
tention. and others, like Paul 
Corke, Peter Thurlow, Bill Bu- 
chanan. Steve Gadsby and 
Graham Watson who rarely: 
are in the news. 

That’s especially surprising 
with regard to “Winker”? Wat- 
son. Few players come to 
Australia at the tender soccer 
age of 22, already having spent 
four years of their life as a full 
time professional with a club 
of the stature of the mighty 
Glasgow Rangers. 

Watson arrived here. this 
year, on Friday, May 13. That 
could have been an ominous 
Sign. however. recent per- 
formances have shown Wat- 
son’s scant regard for super- 
Stition. Since being switched 
from midfield to right back he 
fast is bridging the reputation 
gap between himself and more 
established right backs like 


Peter Lewis of Green Gully 
Ajax and Vince Bannon of Ju- 
ventus 

Watson's playing pedigree 
was enhanced during his stint 
with Glasgow club Clydebank 
Strollers. It was there that he 
was spotted by scouts for 
Rungers and urch enemy 
Celtic. and Watson found him- 
self playing trial games with 
both clubs. in the same week. 

He pluyed with Celtic’s re- 
serves uguinst §. Mirren on a 
Monday might. Former 
Rangers and Spurs forward 
Alfie Conn. then with Celtic, 
wiis -sent off in that match 
which ended in a t-l draw. 
Celtic manager Billy McNeill 
watched -Watson and liked 
what he saw. ‘He wanted the 
midfielder to play another 
game the following week 
before making a final decision. 

The following Saturday, 
Watson was in Rangers colors, 
playing a reserves pame 
aupainst Dundee United. 





Rangers won 3-1. Stan Ander- 
son was coaching Rangers’ re- 
serves then and he told Watson 
that he would recommend to 
manager John Greig that the 
club should sign the teenager. 

“I had to take my chance 
when it came. If I'd waited a 
bit longer before making up 
my mind. I might.have found 
that both Rangers and Celtic 
would have lost interest. Any- 
wayv.. [ve always been a 
Rungers supporter and after a 
second reserves game there, 
igainst Morton, the club offer- 
ed me terms and | accepted,” 
said Watson. 

That was at the start of the 
1978-79 season. Watson found 
himself farmed out to junior 
club Benburb for six games 
before playing his first re- 
serves match as a full timer 
with Rangers against Kilmar- 
nock ut Rugby Park. By the 
start of the 1979-80 season, 
Witson was well established in 
the reserves. However. first 
team opportunities were ex- 
tremely scarce. He only 
played in the firsts on two oc- 
casions, both in friendly 
pumes,

There’s been a change of 
atmosphere since Hammy 
took over. We’re enjoying our- 
selves more and I think that’s 
Starting to show out on the 
field. It was Hammy’s idea to 
switch me to right back and 
I’m really enjoying myself 
there.” 

At right back, Watson’s abil- 
ily to get forward quickly is 
being put to good use. His tack- 
ling is getting better but he'd 
like to improve his left foot 
und turn quicker, These areas 
of his game still can be devel- 
oped. 

Watson's wife is in Scotland 
und by the time this goes into 
print. could have given birth to 
their first child. Watson will 
holiday in Scotiand later this 
yeur then return withhis fami- 
ly. 

“At first, my wife was going 
to come out here but she fell 
pregnant just when I was 
having problems getting a 
visa. The longer things drag- 
ged on she was, of course, get- 
ting further into her preg- 
nancy. We decided she should

“Pil be seeing them at 
Christmas. I keep in touch 
regularly and I’ve told my wife 
about Australia.

“I think I'm good enough to 
play in the NSL and to be 
honest I'd like to play in that 
Standard. That's not an im- 
mediate goal. I've got a two 
year Contract with Doveton.

Apparently 
the club finished off last 
season well and I think we're 
going to do the same thing. It's 
just a pity that we didn’t have 
a better start. [f we had, then 
maybe we'd be pushing for 
something right now.”’

kouleas than brawn. He stud- 
ied microbiology and wanted 
to be a gynaecologist before 
financial success through busi- 
ness made him a Dit com- 
placent. 

Kyriakouleas and his wife 
Erica have, for some years, 
been running a take-away food 
shop at Apollo Bay, a beach 
resort on Victoria’s south-west 
coast. It’s been making, so 
much money that they can 
afford to run it only during the 
holiday season and relax for 
most of the remaining months. 

More recently, however, 
Kyriakouleas has_been trying 
his hand in the car trade, in 
conjunction. with Simon Turu- 
dia, a car dealer and team 
manager of J.U.S.T.

He still laments that 
he has scored only three goajs 
in his entire soccer career — 
one in the reserves against 
Heidelberg Alexander and two 
in a 26-0 victory by the Hellas 
under iés. Even goalkeeper 
Lou Tsigaras scored that day. 

He made his Hellas senior 
debut as a substitute against 
Alexander at Olympic Park 
No. 2 in 1979. Stuart Baxter, 
the regular centre back, was 
injured, and young Kyria- 
kouleas took over. It would 
have been a daunting ex- 
perience for anyone else, but 
Kyriakouleas played with tre- 
mendous confidence and was 
in total cotrol for the rest of 
the match 

Len McKendry, Victorian 
State coach at the time, was so 
impressed he made a few 
phone calls, wanting to find 
out more about the young de- 
fender. 

But Kyriakouleas went on to 
play seven more games for 
Hellas in the remaining 23 
rounds. He also had a dispute 
with the Hellas leadership and 
made his debut for J.U.S.T. as 
a substitute in a 1-) draw with 
Brisbane City in round 13 of 
1980. 

He’s been there ever since, 
and his winning ways now are 
rubbing off on team-mates 
Just have a look at J.U.S.T’s 
recent record.

HAGGIS TO 
AN ITALIAN! 


Hundreds of likely and also some most im- 
plausible reasons have been advanced for 
soccer’s agonising problem, the dwindling 


crowds. 


It's caused by a combination 
of circumstances rather than 
one startling factor. Still, 
almost to defeat my own 
argument, I'd like to dwell on 
a single subject which could 
well be a major contributing 
item : 

It’s simply this: most of the 
NSL clubs are trying to sell a 
basically British product to a 
largely non-British market. 

Lest I am accused by some 
demagogue of anti-British sen- 
timents, I hasten to point out 
that there is nothing wrong 
with British soccer. 

For British crowds, that is. 
I'm sure the fans of Liverpool. 
Manchester United and Ar- 
senal would think twice about 
uttending the games if they 
were served up Brazilian-style 
matches. 

That is not what they are 
used to and not what they 
want. 

Of course, once again there 
is absolutely nothing wrong 
with Brazilian soccer — but 
that, dished out at their leisu- 
rely pace and slow build-up, is 
only for Brazilian con- 
sumption, Try to give them the 
English style and the fans stay 
home. 

And so it goes on and on; you 
can use dozens of similar 
examples, all serving the pur- 
pose of my argument: our 
crowds, or what's left of them, 
are getting the wrong type of 
soccer.

To dissect the case: let’s 
first agree that the majority of 
our spectators, at NSL level, 
are neither British nor Aus- 
tralians. 

I'd be very surprised if an 
average crowd at South Mel- 
bourne, Olympic, Marconi, 
Preston, St George, etc. would 
have 10 per cent of spectators 
from Anglo-Saxon background. 

No — they are Greeks, Ital- 
ians, Macedonians, Hun- 
garians and other ‘‘ethnics”’. 

Now, contrast this with the 
fact that of the 16 NSL clubs, 
12 have British coaches (and 
here I Include the lone Aussie, 
Ken Kaiser) against the four 
Continentals: Arok, Bottalico, 
Abonyi and Kistemaker. 

Not terribly surprisingly, al! 
our teams are dominated by 
British players or Australians 
whose style is similar. 

Let's see the exceptions: 

Sydney City: Gomez, 
Borges (and I almost included 
here, b ecause of their style, 
Watson and Boden, too . - -) 


St George: Marton, Pet- 
kovski. 

Marconi: Djordevic (hardly 
ever used). ; 

Olympic: Katholos (learned 
his soccer in Athens’ streets. 

Leichhardt: Sharmann 
(veteran, usually injured). 

Newcastle: None (but 
Cotton is almost non-British in 
style). 

Canberra: Brennan. 

Sth Melbourne: Crino. 

Heidelberg: Toro. 

Preston: Opasinas, Todo- 
rovski, Odzakov, Ilioski, Luc- 
chest. 

Footscray: Hazabent, 
Curovic, Lujic, Belic. 

Adelaide City: None. 

West Adelaide: None. 

“Lions: None. 

Brisbane City: None. 

So, with the exception of 
Preston and Footscray, the 
presence of Continental-type 
players is negligible. 

And all this for a basically 
Continental market . . . 

It's almost the same as if 
you were trying to sell them 
meat pies or haggis instead of 
pizza, cevapcici, moussaka 
and langos; your business 
would soon go to the wall. 

Years ago, in the early 1960s 
when soccer was booming, the: 
ratio of Continental and South 
American players was much 
higher. 

I find it really perplexing 
why our clubs — with one or 
two exceptions — don’t recog- 
nise this simple fact. 

At the risk of committing 
some sort of sacrilege I'm pre- 
pared to argue that it’s the ab- 
sence of ‘‘pure skill’’ imports 
that is a vital contributing 
factor to our falling attend- 
ances. 


You do need the British grit, 
not to mention the local con- 
tent — but these two in- 

redients seem to lack the old 

avor we once enjoyed and 
which happened to pack the 
terraces years ago. 


Our game today is far too 
mechanical, stereotyped and 
combative to be entertaining; 
every match produces a huge 
physical battle but very few 
moments of sophistication. 


It would be still acceptable 
if our crowds were made up of 
90 percent of Australian and 
British fans — but it is clearly 
rejected by the vast “ethnic” 
majority which still clings to 
the romantic notion that 
soccer is a game, not unarmed 
combat.

format but with an increase to 
18 teams. 

The suggested regionalisa- 
tion proposals considerably 
lower the financial responsi- 
bilities of Dalmatinac to such 
an amitious venture. 

Dalmatinac Park is the 
club’s headquarters. There it 
boasts a huge licensed social 
club with a main function hall 
which seats 500. There also are 
bars and kitchen areas, and 
the club is worth around 
$250,000. At present the cap- 
acity of Dalmatinac Park is 
just over 6,000 but it will he up- 
graded if the club gains entry 
to the NSL, to comfortably ac- 
commodate 8,500 spectators. 

South Australian cuampioan 
Azzurri presently is sponsored 
tot he tune of $30,000. That 
figure will jump to $10,008 for 
next year if Azzurri is in the 
NSL. And the Italian-spon- 
sored club owns the Black Lion 
Hotel in Hindmarsh, an asset 
valued in excess of $350,000. 

“We don't make any idle 
boasts. We commissionejd our 
own feasibility study into the 
possibility of joining the NSL 
in 1981. Back in those days we 
found we could get a guaran- 
teed 1,500 spectators at home 
games and we needed an addi- 
tional 
income at the time to make 
the whole thing come togeth- 
er,’ said Azzurri coach Frank 
Schaper. 

“That figure easily could 
have been reached. Our turn- 
over this year will be close to 
$200,000. We would expect that 
figure to jump to about $300,- 
000 in the NSL. 

“Provided the format of the 
NSL is suitable then we'd 
jump at the chance to parti- 
cipate. We want to be in it but 
we want to look closely at the 
cost structure. We'd need to 
assure ourselves that playing 
in the proposed National Con- 
ference, and having to travel 
to Brisbane, wouldn’t dis- 
advantage us financially.”’ 

Schaper, 42, joined Azzurri 
as coach in 198). He’s a former 
Director of Coaching in West- 
ern Australia, a position he 
held on a part-time basis for 
seven years. 

He was appointed coach of 
South Australian club Para 
Hills tn 1979 and the following 
year guided it to success in the 
top four competition, after fin- 
ishing runner-up in the league. 

That year Azzurri finished 
Sth but under Schaper in 198) 
scooped the honors pool, win- 
ning the league title, Feder- 
ation Cup, top four com- 
petition and Charity Shield. 

Azzurri reached the semi- 
finals of the Ampol Cup in 
1982, won the league again and 
top four competition and was 
joint holder of the Charity 
Shield. Azzurri kicked off this 
season by winning the Ampol 
Cup 

The club is in its 24th year. A 
possible hitch to its application 
to join the NSL may develop 
over its inability to meet 
ground requirements. Coach 
Schaper says that Azzurri 
probably would have to share 
with one of the established 
locally-based NSL clubs, West 
Adelaide Hellas or Adelaide 
City Juventus. 

Admitting either Dalmati- 
nac or Azzurri would require a 
complete overhaul of the al- 
ready revamped NSL format 
proposals. Nevertheless, if the 
West Australian club enters 
the NSL the term “national” 
in the league’s charter would 
take on a much more realistic 
definition. 

Although Dalmatinac aims for 
NSL status the West Austral- 
ian Soccer Federation has 
done an about-face on NSL 
representations and now 
strongly opposes Dalmatinac’s 
move. It's the old chestnut of a 
State federation running 
scared at losing its champion 
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team, and the support it gener- 
ates. 

I understand that every 
West Australian State League 
club received a federation 
circular stating that the WASF 
wouldn't allow any club to join 
the NSL! Even WASF secre- 
tary Ted Gray can’t explain 
what's going on. 

“To be honest — and it’s a 
terrible admission I guess — I 
don't know why my board of 
management changed its view 
about having a West Austral- 
ian club in the NSL. Before, we 
favored such representation. 
Now my board is strongly op- 
posed to such a move,” said 
Gray. 

The political situation re- 
volving around Dalmatinac’s 
interest in the NSL reached 
flashpoint in May this year. 
The board that WASF secre- 
tary Gray refers to is the exec- 
utive body of soccer in that 
State. The League of Manage- 
ment, comprising delegates 
from every State League club, 
is subservient to that execu- 


tive. 

Dalmatinac wrote to the 
NSL on May 14, seeking infor- 
mation on the requirements 
for participation. Dalmatinac 
did so without publicising the 
fact. It still is a waiting a writ- 
ten reply although it has held a 
Phone conversation with a 
leading NSL representative. 

* The League of Management 
voted unanimously to support 
Daimatinac’s move for in- 
clusion in the NSL but the ex- 
ecutive — the board of man- 
agement — vetoed such a 


move. 

Enough of the politics in- 
volved. Let's look at what Dal- 
matinac can offer the NSL. 

Dalmatinac has finished in 
the top four of the W.A. State 
League every year since 1976. 
In 1979 the club won State Lea- 
gue, finished second in the top 
four competition, won the So- 
larhart Might Cup and was run- 
ner-up in the D‘Orsogna Cup. 

Dalmatinac finished second 
in State League in 1980 and two 
years later, season 1982, won 
State League undefeated, win- 
ning 17 games, drawing five 
and scoring 65 goals while con- 
ceeding just 16. 

Dalmatinac’s turnover last 
year exceeded $50,000. That's 
$550,000 lower than the ex- 
pected outlay in NSL ranks! 
But Future Marketing's fea- 
sibility study shows that at 
least half of this outlay would 
be recouped from gate 
receipts. 

Membership. and donations 
would make up 10 per cent of 
this outlay. The remainder 
needed would come from spon- 
sorship and income generated 
by the licensed premises. 
Sponsors already have been 
found to cover the club’s guest 
player plan. 

Dalmatinac coach John 
Davies is in his second year 
with the club. He’s a former 
Swansea winger and came to 
Western Australia in 1971 to 
join Bayswater Inter. A year 
later Davies switched to now- 
defunct Sydney club Western 
Suburbs for two seasons. 
Davies returned to the west 
but at 29 his playing career 
was prematurely ended by a 
bad knee injury. He already 
had gained his senior ASF 
coaching badge and coached 
Gosnells City in 1979, 80 and 81 
before joining Dalmatinac. 
Davies estimates that he 


- would need just three players 


to be a force in the NSL — a 
defender, midfielder and a for- 
ward. 

Striker Kevin Elliott 24, is 
one of Dalmatinac’s stars. He 
joined last year from English 
club Hartlepool and scored 22 
goals in his first season in the 
west. He’s notched 18 goals so 
far this season and coach 
Davies rates Elliott as one of 
the best strikers yet to come to 
Australia. 
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Wollongong stri- 


ker Phil O’Connor 
has overtaken pre- 
vious leader Charlie 
Yankos (Heidel- 
berg) in the voting 
for the Boral Bricks 
$1500 Australian 
Player of the Year 
award. 


O’Connor polled five votes, 
while Yankos polled only one 
at the weekend, leaving O'Con- 
nor four votes ahead. 

Alan Davidson (South Mel- 
bourne Hellas) remains in 
third place although he did not 
poll any votes on Sunday, while 
Neil Banfield (Adelaide Juven- 
tus) moves to within one point 
of Davidson, in fourth place. 

Steve Bryant (Canberra) 
and Paul Burke (Newcastle) 
join David Ratcliffe (St. 
George) in equal sixth place. 

Marshall Soper (Sydney 
Olympic) is the new leader in 
the Boral Bricks $1000 top 
scorer’s award.

Preston Makedonia, beaten only twice in 
its past 33 games, defends its league lead- 
ership at Connor Reserve on Sunday against 
South Melbourne Hellas which is unbeaten 
for six weeks now. 


The match ts expected to draw one of the biggest crowds of 
the season, and will be featured on Channel 0/28 at 7.30 on 
Sunday night. 

Sydney City Hakoah, now only two points behind 
Makedonia, will be hoping for a Hellas victory. 


Hakoah then would take over league leadership, providing it 
beats APIA-Leichhardt at Lambert Park. 

That however, is inno way a foregone conclusion. 

Let's remember that APIA lost only 0-1 to Hellas last weekend, 
despite the absence of both centre backs, Arno Bertogna and 
Bertie Mariani, which caused a drastic team reshuffle. 

Bertogna is back on Sunday after serving a suspension and if 
Mariani also returns, coach Fil Bottalico can revert to his strong- 
est line-up, pushing talented Tony Morsello from midfield back 
into attack, where he would partner Peter Sharne and John Brad- 
ley. lan Gray would move back into the midfield, He filled one of 
the centre-back positions against Hellas. 

Hakoah is ticking over nicely, picking up regular points and 
getting consistent performances now from Murray Barnes, lan 

uness and Alex Robertson. 

But one has to be impressed by the talent in the APIA line-up, 
and Il expect APIA at least to draw. 

That probably won't change much at the top of the ladder, be- 
cause | believe the Makedonia-Hellas match also will end in a 
draw. 

So it was last time, when neither team managed to score at 
Middle Park. 

Of course Makedonia has a slight edge, for it has the best home 
record in the league — eight wins, two draws, no loss, 22:7 goals. 

Against that record we must consider Hellas’s new-found con- 
fidence, the brilliance of midfielders Alan Davidson and Oscar 
Crino, and the possible absence of Makedonia striker Gary Ward, 
plus the danger posed by Doug Brown. 

Ward injured an ankle in Makedonia’s scoreless draw with 
West Adelaide Hellas last Sunday and had X-rays taken during the 
week, 

Brown, who transferred from Makedonia to Hellas early this 
year, scored twice against Makedonia in his first game for Hel- 
las. That was in a National Cup match, which Hellas won 49. 

However, if Brown poses a threat to his former team, so does 
George Campbell. 

Campbell switched to Makedonia in a swap for Brown, and is 
determined to show Hellas what a mistake it made in ditching 
him 

The stakes are much higher for Makedonia in this match. 
Makedonia wants desperately to win the championship, while 
Hellas, knowing it is too far behind the leaders to pose a realistic 
threat, will enjoy the game a lot more. 

Providing Ward is fit, neither coach is likely to make any 
changes, although it’s always possible that Peter Ollerton may 
include himself in the Makedonia side to help call the shots. 

Zoran Ilioski's form has been down lately, resulting in his omis- 
sion against West Adelaide last Sunday. Isaac Farrell retained a 
place in the midfield, and George McMillan went to the centre- 
forward position for the second half, after Ward was injured. 

One of Makedonia’s strengths is that its players are extremely 
versatile — able to doa variety of jobs depending on the nature of

Heidelberg-Alexander and Footscray J.U,S.T. will be locked in 
another fierce local derby a few kilometres away, at the Olympic 
Village. 

J.U.S.T., although unimpressive against Adelaide City Juven- 
tus, is unbeaten for six weeks, while Alexander has won only once 
in nine weeks 

The form certainly points toa J.U.S.T. victory. 

Joe Carroll will be back in J.U.S.T.'s starting line-up, probably 
at the expense of lan Purdie. Carroll was used only as a substitute 
against ‘Juve.’ 

Heidelberg, which has slipped to third-last position, would 
overtake J.U.S.T. by winning. If J.U.S.T. triumphs, Heidelberg 
will be left five points behind and probably would finish last 
among the Melbourne clubs. 

Heidelberg’s primitive training facilities must have at least 
something to do with the team’s poor form. The training pitch is 
woeful and so are the lights. ; 

The team’s ordinary results are also the result of the club’s 
priorities this year. Instead of spending more to strengthen the 
team, the club has concentrated instead on upgrading the ground. 

Now blessed with a first-class stand, Heidelberg next year will 
aim at lifting itself up the ladder, and coach Ken Morton already 
has drawn up a list of possible recruits. 

Local derbies provide extra spice throughout the country this 
week, with St George meeting Sydney Olympic, Brisbane City 
clashing with Brisbane Lions and Adelaide City Juventus meeting 
West Adelaide Hellas 

St. George Budapest has slipped up suddenly. Once a threat for 
the title, Budapest has paid the price of having a largely unpro- 
ductive forward line this year, and looks doomed again when it 
comes up against Olympic. 

But Olympic will play without Marshall Soper, top scorer in the 
league. He was cautioned against Heidelberg last weekend, and 
now has to serve a suspension. 

Adelaide Juventus has key players in peak form — particularly 
Neville Fiounders, Les Carter and Nei! Banfield — but is not get- 
ting the best from its forwards, and may benefit from the 
inclusion of Glen Dods against West Adelaide on Sunday. 

Newcastle must beat Canberra at home on Saturday to re-es- 
tablish its challenge for league leadership, and may be strength- 
ened by the return of Grant Lee who has been out with a ham- 
string injury. 

Marconi beat Wollongong 5-4 last time they met, with Steve 
Winn scoring a hat-trick — the only three-goal performance by 
any forward in the NSL so far this season. 

Winn is fit again after a long absence due to injury, and so 
Wollongong’s defence must be getting a touch of the jitters. 

Whatever happens at Ziems Park on Sunday, it should be a thor- 
oughly entertaining game, if their previous meeting is any guide. 

Brisbane Lions’ young stars may be a little inconsistent, but I'd 
back them to beat Brisbane City at Spencer Park. 

Bobby Hamilton and Frank Pimblett are great in City’s mid- 
field, but they'll have their work cut out trying to match Russell 
and John Stewart 

And up front, Danny Wright is eminently capable of piercing 
the City defence, particularly if he gets help from former City 
striker Barry Kelso, who should prove a match-winner if he’s in- 
cluded by coach Simon Kistemaker

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Lou Brocic applied for the job of 
Australian national team coach in 
1974. The telex he received notifying 
him of his failure to gain the appoint- 
ment said that the ASF wanted to 
appoint a younger man. Brocic, 70, 
will end his contract with Saudi Ara- 
bian club Helal in May next year and 
will return to Australia for good. 


He laughs when he thinks back to that 
ASF telex. Our ASF bosses had told a 
former Yugoslavia New Zealand, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt national coach, a 
man who coached Juventus of Turin, Bar- 
celona, PSV Eindhoven and Red Star Bel- 
grade, a man who played for Red Star and 
Yugoslavia, a man with Australian coach- 
ing experience gained as boss of South 
Melbourne Hellas, a man lauded as a 
soccer saviour by the Kuwaitis and Sau- 
dis, simply: ‘Thanks but no thanks.’ 


“The Arabs respect experience. Not so 
here. There are no old or young coaches, 
just efficient and inefficient ones. 


Chronologically I am 70 years old. Physio- 
logically 1 feel like I’m 50. I’m coming 
back to stay next year and I want to work 
with young players at a national level but 
if I'm not wanted, I couldn’t care less,” 
said Brocic, presently holidaying in Mel- 
bourne. 

Brocic predicts that the Saudis will 
emerge within two years as the greatest 
Arab soccer country, a staggering claim 
in the light of Algerian and Kuwaiti 
success at last year’s World Cup finals in 
Spain. 

“At the end of this year the Saudi gov- 
ernment will build new stadiums for all 12 
First Division clubs. But the key to the 
emergence of the Saudis, just as it was 
with my work in Kuwait, will be the devel- 
opment of young players. 

“In Kuwait in the early 1970s I started 
from scratch as national team coach. The 
population of the country is about 1,250,000

and almost 1,000,000 of these are foreign- 
ers working there. That leaves a very 
small population of locals from which to 
build a national team. Nevertheless, the 
Kuwaiti government was very Strong in its 
support for soccer. Just like the Saudis 
will do at the end of this year, the Ku- 
waitis gave every First Division club a 
modern stadium, fully grassed, with two 
or three training pitches. 

Gymnasiums were built, excellent 
floodlighting installed, everything you 
could wish for. But the standard of the 
older First Division players was poor. | 
found young boys with above average 
talent and worked on them. That was the 
secret of our success. You need the facil- 
ities, sure, but you have to develop your 
young players properly. 

“That is an area of improvement I’ve 
seen here since I coached South Mel- 
bourne Hellas in the 1960’s. Back in those 
days, few clubs had more than two or 
three junior teams and these youngsters 
were looked after by unqualified coaches. 
Australian youngsters still need better 
coaching. These lads have great potential. 
I find young Australians to have out- 
standing physical qualities but their tech- 
nique is not as good as it should be. 


“The big mistake the Saudis made a few 
years ago was to try to buy success. They 
imported the most expensive coaches in 
the world but it'didn’t work. I started the 
first soccer academy there and in a few 
years time we will see the benefit of the 
young players being developed there. 


“‘T estimate that the Saudis are about 20 
years behind Europe. They may never 
catch up. but they will improve drama- 
tically The big thing against them is their 
lack of professionalism. Rich people run 
the clubs. people who don't know anything 
about professional soccer These people 
are far too permissive They tolerate lack 
of punctuality and a general unsporting li- 


festyle from their players. That’s not good 
enough.”’ 


Brocic was an outstanding centre half 
with Red Star. He was exceptional in the 
air, with the ability — unusual in the 1920s 
and 1930s — to come forward and score. 


He played only a few games for Yugosla- 
via. He coached Red Star after the Second 
World War and was Yugoslav national 
coach from 1948 to 1952. From 1947 to 1954 
he was Professor of Football at the State 
institute in Belgrade. Brocic leit Yugos- 
lavia for good in 1954. He was Egyptian 
national team coach, then took up a club 
appointment with Dutch giant PSV 
Eindhoven. He coached Italian giant Ju- 
ventus in the 1950s, winning the First Divi- 
sion championship twice, spent a year 
with Barcelona, a year with Teneriffe in 
the Canary Islands, then was New Zealand 
national team coach in 1962, 63, 64. 


He had a gentleman's agreement with 
the then president of the NZ association, 
the late Mr Bob Smith, that once he had 
served his contract, the association would 
help to win citizenship for him. Smith's 
untimely death and the failure of his pre- 
decessor to uphold that verbal agreement 
forced Brocic to come to Australia. to 
coach South Melbourne Hellas 


“Frankly, gaining citizenship was my 
prime motivation in coming to this part of 
the world. It certainly wasn't the money 
because I was getting $60 a week in New 
Zealand and Australia. After serving a 
two-year contract with Hellas I was grant- 
ed permanent residency 


Just two weeks after Brocic ended his 
contract with Hellas he was offered and 
accepted the position of Kuwait national 
coach. Since then he’s absorbed himself in 
developing soccer in the Persian Gulf 


Now, he’s ready to retire from full-time 
club coaching He'll settle here next year 
There won't be a gaudy available-for-hire 
sign around his neck His record says it 
all

The NSL “result service” during matches works at some 
grounds — and borders on comic opera at others. 

Unverified and unchecked ‘progress scores’’ are announced 
which then turn out to be totally false. 

Recently at a Sydney ground we heard that Canberra was lead- 
ing St. George 2-0. Fine. Later that evening we heard that the 
scores went 1-0, 1-1, 2-1, 2-2, etc. No 2-0 at all. 

At the same club’s lobby, minutes after the full round of match- 
es, the results were put up on a board.

Although Panathinaikos, Olympiakos and 
AEK Athens have dominated the Greek 
League in recent years, Aris Salonika holds 
a@ special place in Hellenic soccer history for 
it won the very first championship back in 
1928. 

Aris would have played in Australia this 
month, had it not been for the Australian 
Federation banning the visit. 

Aris claimed the 1931-32 and 1945-46 titles, but 
has found a fourth success elusive. 

It could hardly have come closer in 1980, being 
thwarted by Olympiakos, which won a play-off 2-0 
after the two clubs finished level on points at the 
head of the ladder 


The Greek Cup provided Aris with its one honor 
in almost four decades. This came in 1979. 


Consistently in the top three of its domestic lea- 
gue, however Aris is an experienced European 
campaigner, having appeared four times in both 
the old Fairs Cup and its successor the UEFA 
Cup, as well as a Cup Winners’ Cup campaign. 

It was the 1979 — 80 UEFA Cup which gave Aris 
supporters particularly happy memories, as Ben- 
fica and Paolo Rossi's Perugia were eliminated. 

Many distinguished players have represented 
the Salonika club over the years-and today’s squad 
includes three players whose fame extends well 
beyond Macedonia 


Goalscoring midfielder Kostas Kouis has been 


among Greece’s most consistent performers in 
recent seasons. The 27-year-old can now boast 
over 30 international caps and was one of the 
heroes of his country’s run through to the last 
eight of the 1980 European Championship. 

He was the Greek League’s leading scorer in 
1980-81, with 21 - 

Georgios Semertzidis, 25, also nets regularly. 
Last December, he celebrated his return to inter- 
national duty after a long absence with the winner 
against Cyprus.

Libertadores symbol of supremacy in South 
American club soccer, when defeating cup 
holder Penarol of Uruguay. 


A goal by Cesar, 13 minutes from the end of the 
second leg, proved decisive, after the opening en- 
counter had been drawn 1-1 in Montevideo.

Earlier in 
the year, it had transferred Paolo Isidoro and 
Joao Batista, both members of Brazil's 1982 World 
Cup squad, to Santos and Palmeiras respectively, 
while Leao, who is currently the Brazilian nation- 
al team goalkeeper, joined Corinthians.
